Douglas Durkin, who had been 
her instructor at Columbia, de- 
cided to enter Miss Ostenso's nove!

_#F aces Thirty-eight Y ears in Prison’ 


“Dago Frank” Teechiona, the 


last of seven men and women ar- 


rested for robbery of $523,000 in cash, bonds and other securities from 
a mall track near the Santa Fe Railroad station, October 8, last, yes- 


terday was found guilty in fifteen 
United States Judge James. : 

The jury, under igetructions 
from Judge James, aleo acquitted 
Dorothy Lee Teschiona, the Ital- 
jan fruit and vegetable vender's 
blonde phone-girl wife. 

On 
the firet poll one juror, from prin- 
ciple only, voted not guilty, The 
jury retired and returned with its 
verdict before Teechiona could be 
removed from court to the United 
States Marshal's office.

|l am going to quote what he says 
about this; in a certain health 
magazine: (He's an upright man, 
is Dr. Kellogg—I love him—he's a 
man of 70 or eo but looks 45.) 

In an anewer to a query of @ 
patient who quoted a food special- 
jet as saying the combination of 
fruit acids and starches was bed: 
Dr. K. says, “No, there is no evi- 
dence to show that acid fruits and 
starches do not agree. Your spe- 
clalist is only repeating the error 
I set afloat about 40 years ago. 
am very sorry; I take it al) back! 
But tt ts hard to get it back. A 
good old priest once gave a lesson 
to an old scandal-monger by open- 
ing up a feather pillow, then tell- 
ing her to try to gather up the 
feathers again. When an error has 
once been started, it cannot be re- 
called. It te an unfortunate thing 
to set an error going. 

“The mistake began tp this way. 
About thirty-five years ago, 8ir 
Wilbur Roberts of England, made 
some experiments which showed 
that certain acids interfere with 
the digestion of starch. He found 
that oxalle acid greatly hampered 
this process, and that acetic acid 
also had the same effect. One part 
of oxalic acid tn ten thousand parts 
of water will stop starch digestion 
entirely and one part In two thou- 
sand ef acetic acid will do the 
same.

The work is impressive, musical- 
ly, and emotionally beautiful. By 
great skill the composer introduced 
the tone, quality of woodwinds and 
barps in the string ensemble. The 
‘cellos have important passages of 
singular loveliness. 

The form is more modern than 
the content. It is a rather free 
fantasia, but only in a few meas- 
ures does the music suggest the 
extraordinary combination of 
sounds which have appeared lat- 
er in Schoenberg's works causing 
riota in Germany. The harmonic 
treatment is closely allied to Wag- 
ner but the thematic material is 
highly original. 

It is an exceedingly difficult 
work and was extremely well 
played. The unity of the ‘cello sec- 
tion and its tonal beauty has rare- 
ly been more apparent. The audi- 
ence listened with a deep inter- 
est which was shown in extreme 
quiet during the performance and 
prolonged applause for Mr. Roth- 
well and the men afterward.

mankind. continued the speaker. 
After etating that the Emancipa- 
tor’s code of ethics contained all 
the pointe covered in the code 
outlinedeby the American and New 
York bar associations, Judge Hen- 
ning sketched briefly some of the 
more important cases in which 
Lincoln appeared as a lawyer. 

Bix letters. written in the pains- 
taking and legible hand of the 
martyred President, part of a col- 
lection of 130 possessed by the 
lienry E. Huntington Library, were 
read by Lesiie Edgar Bliss, li- 
brarian for that inseitution. 

Lincoln's Gettysburg address was 
read by Superior Judge Shaw 

Dr. Ernest ©. Moore, director of 
the University of California, 
Southern Branch, was introduced 
as toastmaster of the occasion hy 
President Dixon of the club. 

A message from Lincoln's scn. 
Robert Todd Lincoln, 83 years of 
age and a resident of Washington. 
was read at the meeting. It ex- 
pressed his gratitcation in the 
knowledge of a gathering of so 
many prominent and distinguished 
men in honcer of his father. Simi- 
lar letters from “Uncle Joe” Can- 
non, former Speaker of the House, 
Chauncey M. Depew, and Gov.

ern points is inaugurated early in 
April, Postmaster O'Brien yester- 
day conferred with President Har- 
ris M. Hanshue and Vice-President 
CC, C. Moseley of the Western Air 
Eupress, Inc., holder of the air- 
mail contract between Los Ange- 
les and Salt Lake City, and virited 
the Arcade Station. 

At present only about twenty- 
five pounds of alr mat! is cleared 
daily here because of the loss of 
time ineidental to carrying the 
mail by train to San Francteco 
and there transferring it to trans- 
continental planes. The Western 
Air Express, it is sald, will save 
about forty hours of mal! time be- 
tween Los Angeles and Chicago or 
New York by carrying local post- 
Ings by alr to Salt Lake City dally. 
where they wil be taken on 
transcontinental planes. 

Local air-mat!l postings are ex- 
pected to be multiplied four or five 
times with the opening of the new 
service.
